In Two Months Time, It Is Estimated 


England's Trade Losses Amount 


to 325 Million.

Berlin, Nov. 19.—According to the 
Tagebhut, England's trade losses as a 
result of the war have amounted to

That means a trade loss for the 
one month of $160,000,000. Altogether 
Jiie English importing business de- 
created 'since the beginning of the 
year'—more correctly -since the besin- 
nins: o'' the war'—in comparison with 
the" previous year by $175,000,000, the 
export trade by 
$200,000,000.
